Japan’s weakened financial condition definitely re­ 
moves her from any possibility of being a war opponent 
to the United States is tile opinion of “The Independent.'’ 
“If an unprejudiced 
firm of 
accountants,”

magazine says, “were to audit Japan's books, its reports 
might rid a vociferous American minority of the notion 
that the island empire of the Mikado is a serious menace 
to the peace of the world. 
“For years cool observers have believed that Japan 
has been traveling beyond her strength, and the fact that 
a bank crisis is enough to bring on a government crisis in­ 
dicates that her finances are at present 
under severe 
strain. In the political field one can see 
reflections 
of
